Our last Number contained an account of the late calamitous 


explosion at the St. Hilda pit, near South Shields, by which fifty-one 
human beings were almost instantaneously consigned to a prema- 
ture and appalling death. This account we extracted from the co- 
lumrs of a northern contemporary, and we have since been fa- 
voured with early information of all that has yet transpired to 
throw light upon the nature, the origin, and the distressing cir- 
cumstances connected with this deplorable event, which has created 
a deep sensation throughout the north of England, and upon which 
we now propose to offer some remarks. 

Two general sentiments must, we apprehend, be universal on the 
subject—a deep feeling of sorrow for the calamity which, without 
an instant’s warning, has brought death and distress (in many 
cases, perhaps, destitution) into so many industrious families—and 
an anxious desire to prevent, in future, the recurrence of such 
awful catastrophes. The first of these feelings has already induced 
a subscription for the benefit of the families of the unfortunate suf- 
ferers—an appeal which has been at once promptly and heartily 
responded to in every quarter in which it has been made, and to 
which we now invite the sympathetic feeling of our readers, as we 
are glad to find that, although originating in the north, it has been 
extended to the metropolis. Small, indeed, will be the recompense 
afforded, even by the most liberal subscription, for the loss sus- 
tained by so many suffering families, yet this is the only present 
mode by which their distresses can be alleviated, and the perma- 
nent evils of the event can be mitigated. 

The second great consideration, the practicability of preventing 











| the recurrence of such catastrophes, is one of such moment, and 


has already received the atteniion of so many eminent individuals, 
that we approach it with some degree of diffidence, more especially 
as our limits will not allow a fuil discussion of the subject in all ite 
numerous bearings. One point, however, and that a most im- 
portant one, is, in our judgment, well established—that by the 
proper use of the Safety Lamp, to which the name of the illustri- 
ous philosopher, Sir Humrurey Davy, has been attached, pro- 
tection from explosions may, in most (we do not say in all) cases 
be obtained, and that by the application of that lamp, the late 
lamentable accident might, in sll probability, have been avoided. 
It is true, that peculiar local objections to the use of the Davy 
Lamp are stated to occur in the pit in question; and we believe, 
from the evidence before us, that no person conversant with mining 
will deny their existence, although it may, perhaps, be doubted 
whether they are insuperable. It was stated by Mr. Witnsase 
Anperson, the viewer of the St. Hilda pit, in his evidence before 
the Coroner's jury, that “ the mine could not be worked with 
lamps, the coal requiring to be blasted, from its hard and coarse 
quality.” He further remarked, that “ the labour without gun- 
powder would be doubled, and the coal itself 20 per cent. worse.” 
From this evidence we gather that the St. Hilda's Colhery was, 
from local circumstances, exposed to peculiar dangers, although it 
was stated, and we doubt not correctly, by Mr. Jonuine, viewer 
of the Jarrow Colliery, to be ‘‘ wrought in a very perfect manner, 
so that no blame attaches to any one.” A very natural question 
hence arises, however, whether any precautionary measures were 
practicable in the peculiar circumstances of this pit, by which ac. 
cidents, like the late explosion, might be avoided, and if so, were 
they not, or why they were not taken? It may also be asked, to 
what extent human life has been exposed to casualty, merely to 
ensure economy or convenience of working, for this appears to us 
to be, in the present case, a material pont for consideration— one, 
in fact, upon which the inquiry chiefly hinges. 

In proposing these subject+ for calm and dispassionate investiga- 
tion, more especially among such of our readers as may be practically 
conversant with the north of England coal mines, it is by no 
means our wish to throw blame on any party; we have no reason 
to believe that individual cenwure attaches itself to any, but there 
is, to our mind, something radically wrong in the system pursued, 
and that whatever it may be we desire to probe to the bottom, 
with a view in future to avoid such frightful evils as the one be- 
We disapprove entirely of any needless interference by 
the Legislature with private enterprise, or of any unnecessary in- 
terposition between the employers and the employed, still the in-

In our columns of this week will be found letters from our cor- 
respondents, “ A.B.” and “HE.” “On the Manufacture of 
Kine,” in reply to the communication of “ A Metal Merchant,” 
inserted in our last. As our correspondents have entered at some 
length into the subject, and a they hare both joined issue with 
“ A Metal Merchant,” we do not think it necessary thie week to 
make any further obvervations, We trust, however, that “A 
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Metal Merchant” will return to the charge, feeling satisfied, as we 
do, that the mining interest must benefit by the controversy, and 
the facts likely to be elicited by the correspondence on the subject. 

The statement of “ H. E.,” that zinc can be manufactured with 
from two to two and a half tons of ore, and with a quantity of fuel 
not exceeding ten tons, is certainly a startling announcement when 
compared with the statement of “ A Metal Merchant,” who nearly 
doubles the one and trebles the other. Again, “ H. E.” observes, 
that “ black-jack ” can be obtained in any quantity at 40s. per ton, 
delivered on the works, and coal at 4s. perton. Assuming, as 
we do (for we can place perfect reliance on the statements of our 
correspondent), that such is the case, it would appear that the cost 


of the raw materials for a ton of z'nc will not exceed four pounds 
ten shillings per ton. What is the cost of labour attendant on its 
manufacture, our correspondent does not say—but, it may certainly 
be placed at an amount which, with the cost of the raw material, 
would be very far below that quoted as the present cost of zinc, of 
161. per ton as the minimum in this country—a point which seems 


admitted by all parties. We shall look with a degree of interest | 


for the further communications of “ H.E..” and trust that the

We have lately had the satisfaction of announcing the comple-

The Newcastle and 
North Shields Railway, the opening of which we lately noticed, is 
already most successful in its results; the trains commenced run. 
ning ween the ‘two towns bat three weeks ago, yet we are in- 
formed that the daily passenger traffic is already upwards of two 
thousand persons. So vast, indeed, is the advantage of railway 
communication, that, unlike the slow progress of other inventions, 
it is at once embraced by all classes, and hailed by all as the 
greatest benefit, both local and national, which the application of 
skill and capital is able to confer.
